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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH of tue 
OF GEORGE HERIOT. 


[WITH A PORTRAIT. 


F the private life of the founder 
ot Heriot’s Hofpital few parti- 
ulars are known. The year of his 
birth, we have not been able to dif- 
over ; but if we allow him to have 
been 20 years of age at the time of 
t marriage, anno 1586, he 
may pothbly have been born about 
1566. father was a goldimith 
m Edinburgh, whofe name he bore, 
and to w profeflion he was edu- 
cated. ‘lheoccupation of a goldimith 
appears, about the year 1483, clat- 
fed with that of the hammermen, or 
common fmiths. In the charter of 
that SOrpOrattty granted 2d May in 
that year the goldimiths are includ- 
ed, and t whole receive certain re- 
gulations gy immunities, by which 
enabled to appear as a 
public company. At what time 
the goldimiths were feparated trom 
tic hammermen,is uncertain. Their 
iit charter of independance, is 
probably that granted by the town- 
cou neil, Augul 20. 1581, i In which 
they receive many valuable privi-

jointure his wife. 

Soon after the aceeflion of King 
James to the Englith throne, Heriot 
followed the court to London. By 
affiduous application to butinets, he 
was now become eminent and rich; 
and, while he refided im that city, 
he made feveral valuable purchates, 
afterwards tranimiited by will to 
his children. 

His fecond wife died during this 
period, but in what year is equally 
uncertain with that of the deceaie of 
the firilt. He was advanced in years 
and fortune, without any family to 
fupport or fettle in life ; but, itis 
much to be regretted, that no ac- 
counts of his domettic habits re- 
main, a circumitance which always 
leaves us itrangers to the real cha- 
raéter of a man. He appears to 
have been very attentive to his nu- 
merous relations, from the conlider- 
able funiswhichhe beitowed on them 
in his life-time, and the liberal pro- 
vifion made for them in his lait will. 
From the cireumitance of his icave 
ing two natural daughters, it may 
be conjectured, that he was addict 
ed to iilicit amours, but whether du- 
rine the period of his marriage, oT 
in his widowhood, itis impotlible to 
determine. 

Grorce Heriot died at Lon- 
don, February 12th 1624. Admit- 
ting him to have been born about 
the forementioned year, he proba- 
bly had not attained the age of {ix- 
ty. It would feem that he was the 
eldeft fon of his father, who was 

twice ntarried, and left a family by 
both wives. Chriftian Blaw, the fe- 
cond wite of George Heriot, was 
alive at the death of her ftep-ion, 
being attentively remembered in his 
will. Patrick Heriot, brother 
the founder, had fettled in Genoas 
and was dead before 1623. His

His 
immenie fortune, probably amount- 
ing to 50,0001, he diipofed of by a 
wil made 1623, in which he re- 
membered all his relations, with 
many friends and fervants, both in 
Scoland and England.

His eldeit na- 
tural daughter, then about ten 
years of age, and retiding at Wind- 
for, he next provides for, by allot- 
ting her ail his copy-hold metinages, 
lands, tenements, and hereditaments 
in Roehampton in the county of Sur- 
rey; and for Margaret Scot, h 
cond daughter, kept at one Rig- 
den’s, a waterman in the pariih of 
Fulham, Middletex, by leaving her 
his tenements in St Martin’s m the 
Fields. The mtereft of teveral tums 
isalio bequeathed ia their favour, and 
he fubjects them to the care of his 
executors: Thefe he appoints in the 
following order: Robert Johnfton 
cf London, gent.; William ‘Terry 
of London, gojdimith; Gideon 
Delaune of London, apothecary, 
executors of his Jaft will, with rca 
marks Sterling a-piece. James Max- 
well of his Majeity’s bed-chamber, 
Mr Walter Balcanguel D. D., and 
Mr Walter Alexander, genideman 
ufher to the Prince of Wales, he 
nominates as overieers and iupervi- 
fors, with appropriate bequeits.

He 
acted 10M nO motives of difgult at 
his titer, or mother-in-law, or any 
of his re He provided for his 
natural chix dren, 1 if not to the ful! 
extent of his fortune, at leaft liber- 
ally. As he had no legitimate heirs, 
his immenie wealth, could not 
have been better eniployed. Vaui- 
ty was certainly not his leading 
motive; he had amafied riches by 
induliry, which he applied only in 
part to the bencht of his native city. 

THe fame apology cannot be 
made for many founders of hofpi- 
tals, who, after collecting mancy by 
narrow pariimony, their 
poor relations tor the title of Found- 
ers of charities, a title to be enroil- 
ed among their vices, rather than 
their virtues. 

Tue eldelt daughter of Heriot 
married in England ; but being re- 
duced to great diiliculties, the came 
down to Ldinburgl 1, Where the Ma- 
allowed her 1000 merks 
Scots annually, ull children were 
admitted into the hofpital.

boswikines yet was net Botany 
amongit his earlielt purtuits; for 
he informs us sy that his acquifitions 
in this branch of Natural Hutory, 
were polterior to his return from 
his travels. It was during his refi. 
dence at Bafle in 17238, thar, as if in- 
ipired, as he fays, by the genius 
of that place, which 
tured the Bauhins; where, 
at that period, Botany was fue. 
cefstully cultivated by Strochleia, 
he laid the delign of his tuture 
Flora. From this period, he made 
annual excurfions to various parts 
ot Switzerland, and_ principally 
among the Alps. Fie cultivated 
correipondence with the moft em- 
nent Botanilts, particularly with 
Scheuchzer, with Ludurg, with 
Linnz Royen, ond with 
the celebrated Dr John Gediner ot 
Zuri who had meditated the 
publication of a Flora Helvetica; 
but, on being informed of Haller’s 
defion, relingquilhed the fubjed, 
aNd impel ted io his friend, the ma- 

terials Which he had collected. 
avocations, as a 
feflur at Gottingen, enlarged his 
views and multiplied his o pportun 
ues; and, at length, in the year 
1742, his great Botanical work on 
the planis of Switzerland, the fruits 
of fourteen years inceflant ftudy, 
nade its appearance. It was ent- 
tuled Laumeratio Methodica Stirpwm 
Heloctiey in two volumes folio. 
was 
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was the moft copious Flora which 
had ever been offered to the world, 
including 1840 {pecies, and adorn- 

ed with many peculiar advantages, 
which fecured it a moit favourable 
reception. The preface contains a 
fuccinct geographical defcription of 
Switzerland, more etp ecially ot its 
fupendous Alps; an account of all 
the authors who had preceded him 
in defcribing the plants of that coun- 
my; a journal of his own excur- 
fons; a recital . the obligations 
which he owed to his afiitt: ints ; and 
a sroipedts of the method in which 
meant to condu& his work. A 
very Interefting excerpt trom this 
pretace, comprifing the account ot 
the Alps, appeared fome years ago

He intorms us, indeed, 
that it was his cultom to commit 
to writing, the natural character ot 
each plant, 1 msi very day he diico- 
vered it. In tre: — of each fpe- 
cies, he has not only added a moit 
copious enumerat jon tynonymes ; 
but, diifatished with Bauhin’s Pi. 
nax, he feems to have contulted ail 
the old authors, to have untolded 
their fynonyma with uncommon di- 
ligence, and with 1g ir diicrimt- 
nation, and to have arranged them, 
as muchas poilible, in a chronologi- 
cal order. A mode of arrangement 
highly deferving of attention from 
Botanical enquirers, as it exhibits, 
at one view, a brief hiitory of the 
plant, by pointing cut its original 
cifcoverer, and the region ot its 
growth. To the curious botaniit, 


this is a moit interefting part of 


Haller’s labours. ‘To each plant 1s 
fubjoined afummary account, from 
the beft writers, both of its medical 
virtues and of its economical ufes. 
This work is adorned with plates 
of fome rare ipecies, remarkable 
for delicacy of colouring, and ex- 
adinefs of delineation. 

Havinc, in the year 1741, ob- 
tained the fanction of King George 
the Second, to the eit: iblithment of 
a Botanic Garden at Gottingen, on 
the following year, Haller publith- 
ed a catalogue of its planis. The 
lit did not turnith materials for a 
large volume; but, it neverthelefs 
abundantly teltities the diligence 
with which its excellent author dit:

him by the Royal Founder. In the 
year 17 753s he much enti: irged it, 
both by the deicription of the plants 
introduced into the Garden in the 
interval, ang by an enumeration of 
all thofe of a fpontaneous growth 
in the environs of Gottingen, eipe-

as it appears trom this account, of 
fingular genius, and of extraordi- 
nary acquirements.

Tus Botanical labours of Haller 
cid not terminate with thefe w/efu] 
he had refigned his chair at Gotun.- 
een, and returned to his native city, 
he perfevered in exploring the un.

ACCOUNT OF ARABIAN MSS., CONCERNING THE CRUSADES; 
BY BERTHEREAU. 


A BENEDICTINE MONE OF THE CONGREGATION OF $T MAURy 


Deceased 17943 
By A. J. Sylveiter de Sacy: 


BEFORE entering into an account of 
the MSS. which are the fubject of this 
notice, we will give a thort account of 
the refpeétable tcholar, to whole la- 
bours we owe the moft important fhare 
of thefe manufcripts, and whom a pre- 
mature death prevented from publith- 
ing thefe precious materials, the fearch 
and collection of which had coft him 
many years of painful and afliduous la- 
bour. George Francis Berthereau, 
born at Belléme, the 29th May 1732, 
wasentered, very young, into the con- 
gregation of Saint Maur, having made 
public profefion in the Abbey of the 
Holy ‘Trinity at Vendome the 30th 
Ost. 1748. His inclination for ftudy 
made hin worthy of participating in 
the labours of thé diliinguifhed fcho- 
lars whom that congregation has pro- 
cuced. Trom the age of twenty, Ber- 
therean had joined to the knowledge of 
the Greek, that of the oriental lan- 
guages which have a nearer concern

with facred Hterature 3 and, it muit be 


Syriac, &e. firft at the abbey of 
uctin de Beauvais, and afterwards 
atuiat of St Dennis, in France. He 
Ielided in that abbey, when an oppor- 
tun Oitered itfelf, of direéting his 
tae and talents to an object of more 
uultty, than the education in 
Which he had been hitherto employed. 
Feligtcux of the congregation of 
Sant Maur, who, under the patronage 
Jaboured at a conti- 
bine of the French 
ng arrived at the period 
ruladey perceived that the 
ection of hiftorical monuments in 
witch they were engaged, would be ii-

complete, if they allowed no place to 
the oriental hittorians who have written 
the hittory of thefe wars. As all theie 
writers had an intereft, ;political or 
religious, directly oppolite to that of 
the weitern authors, their narrations 
became a neceflary inftrument for cri- 
ticifing the hittorical monuments for 
which we are indebted to thefe laft, 
and their admiifion, therefore, became 
indifpenfible. The editors of that col# 
lection thought they could not do bet- 
ter, to gain the end they had in views 
than to afiociate in their labours their 
brother, Berihereau, vith whofe talents 
and induftry they were well acquaint- 
ed. ‘Vhey prevailed upon him, though 
with fome difficulty. to enter into a 
Career quite new to for the writ+ 
ings that were to be examined and 
made kuown, were all, or nearly all, in 
the Arabic language ; and Berthereauy 
who had never before direétcd his ftu- 
dies towards the monuments of pro- 
fane hifory and literature, at that pert- 
od, knew not eventhe Arabic alphabet. 
Berthereau had no foomer accepted 
of the paintul tafk that had heen im- 
pofed on hima, and tranfported his re- 
lidcenee to Paris, than be gave himielé 
up, with all the ardour aud application 
ot which he was capable, tu the pre- 
liminary ftudies, that were to open his 
aceefs to the biflorical monuments of 
the oriental dynatics. Scarcely had 
he been initiated in the Arabic Jan- 
guage, When he began to turn over the 
numerous hiftorical manuteripts that 
the public and private lbrartes afford- 
ed in particular, the Royal Li- 
brary, and that of Saint Germam des 
Prés, very rich in oriental MSS. that 
came by the bequells of the learned 
Abbe Renaudot and M. de Coifiin. 
Chauce in the courfe 
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of his labours, a fellow workman, if 
that term mav be here employed, who 
made him purchafe very- dearly, 
through ciffipation, indolence, and all 
the kinds of depravity that generally 
accompany a wandering and vagabond 
the aflidance that he drew from 
him by means of patience, induftry, 
and money. ‘Phis man, named Foseph 
Sehabiny a native of Aleppo, where he 
Tong rended, being able both to {peak 
and wiite Aralic, which was his mo- 
tongue, nade Beithereau familiar 
swith the reading of the MSS., and our 
holar made ufe of him in writing out 
extracts trom all the hikorians 
that he thought proper tor his collee- 
ton. He retained this man im his fer- 
vice feven years, in fpite of all the in- 
conveniences Which he fufiered from 
his nifbchaviour; and, there ts fcarce 
an arabic extract of which he has 
not cautcd him to make a duplicate. 

However wumerous the extracts in 
the collection of Berthereau may be, 
itwere a grois miftake, to ftuppofe that 
he contined himtelf to the perutal of 
the hiftorians, from which hi- felections 
are drawn. ‘The number of thofe he 
rejected, after having cxamined them, 
is intinitely greater. To give fome idea 
of which, is fuficient to fay, that 
he neglected none of the MSS, that 
embraced any of the periods of the 
Crotades3 and the notes in his own 
hand, that are tound ona great num- 
ber of the Mss. of the Royal Library, 
and that of Saint Germain des Pres, 
make it clear, that he did not examine 
them fupericially; they would even 
be very uleful for the forming of a new 
catalogue 3 a labour become almoft in- 
Cifpenfible, troin the abfolute want of 
ditccrumemt and accuracy ii that which 
has been publitiied. 

Bortheveau had been employed in 
collccting, either by himfelf, or by 
the of fome ef his brethren, 
collations of MSS. ufefal for a new 
edition of the fteveral Greck  hiftori- 
ans of the Byzantine hiftorys; and 
of difcrent chronicles in the collection, 
entiid Geta Dei per Francos. Ta 
he had become the poli for of 
Vary great number of MS. works 

Irelating to the Crufades. The 
rrinecipal one isa general hittory of the 
COMPO by a perfon fkilled 
mthe LPurkiih and Arabic languages, 
abd crawn both trom the eaftern and 
wilern writers.

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After more than thirty years {pent 
in thefe labours, Berthereau found 
himielf obliged to renounce the 
hopes of feeing usefully employed, 
what had co!t him fo much toil. They 
poffetied not, or at leaft were ignorant 
that the Royal Printing Office had 
Arabic types, and the expence of én- 
graving matrices, and’ eftablifhing an 
Arabic typography, was 20 iniurmount- 
able obitacle to the execution of the 
project in which he had toiled. Un- 
coubtedly, the difcovery of the Arabic 
characters, engraven and catt under 
the minitry of M. de Breteuil, would 
have removed that obftacle, tf the al. 
ways encreafing embarraffment in the 
finances, had not brought on a politi. 
cal revolution, the neceilary effect of 
which, was a fufpeniion of all literary 
enterprizes. 

We will not recall at prefent, the 
difaflrous confequences of that revolus 
tion to Berthereau. Forced to renounce 
all his old habits, deprived of the necef- 
fary means of exiftence, obliged to 
confecrate to the wants of lite, the 
hours he had been accuftomed to give 
to ftudy, tormented by the recollection 
of the tweetnels of his paft life, by the 
unhappinefs of his prefent exiitence, 
are by too well founded alarnis for 
the future, his health already im- 
paired by fludy, funk under the mer- 
cilefs preffure of bodily and meatal 
pain; and he terminated his career 
on the 26th of May 1794, without 
having reaped any other fruit of his la- 
bours, than the confcivufnefs of a lite 
ulefully employed, and the efteem of 
the literary mea of foreign nations, to 
whom be was more known than to his 

Our in this memoir, ts not to 
give an account of all the materials to 
be found in the portfolios left by Ber- 
thercau, but only of his perfonal las 
bours. We thall divide thefe into two 
clafics. 

The firft contains hiftoiical extracts, 
relating to the Cruiades, which were lo 
be inferted in the colleétion of the 
French hittorians. 

The fecond, extracts relating to two 
dynafties that make a great figure in 
the hiftory of the Eaft, and princl 
paily in that of Syria and Egypt the 
Fatemite Caliphs and the Ayoubi Sul- 
tans. Their hiltory, which ts much cole 
nected with that of the Crufades, 16 
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ther refpeéts more worthy of being given 
in detail than has hitherto been done. 


MSS. of the First Class. 


tt would be almoft fufficient to give 
an idea ol the valuc of thefe MSS, to 
relate, that the original text extracted 
by Berthcreauy forms about folio 
pages; for it mutt be prefumed, after 
what we have faid of the great care 
that he bettowed, and the great num- 
ber of manufcripts that he examined, 
that his choice was directed by a know- 
ledze of the matter, and that he o- 
nitted all the writers, that are to be 
contidercd as mere copyttts or abridgers 
of the principal hittorians. Bertherean, 
infome of his papers, affures us, that 
he had been rigorous in his choice, and 
although we cannot atieft that our- 
felves, as it requires either to have 
ihared or repeated his labours, we have 
neverthelefs, the firmett grounds to 
believe fo, from the follawing ob{crva- 
tions. 

1. Almoft all thefe Arabic extracts 
are Couble. In comparing the two co 
pies, it is obferved, tbat Bertherean 
has often made marks cf co celling en 
the firft copy, and caviid to be fup- 
prefled in the second, one or more 
whole pages, that he had before com- 
prehended in his extraét. | 

2. lle hason the contrary added, in 
agood number of places, picces that 
he had before omitted, and thefe addi- 
tions have been made afterwards, after 
the hnuhing of the fecond copy, aiid 
confquently after mature reflection, 
atid for a determinate motive. 

3: There are not rarely found in his 
AISS, notes informing us, that he omits 
itch and tuch a portion of a writer, 
becrute the fubjeét may be found in a 
Nore extenfive and faustactory manner 
in lome otuer particular extract. 

To give a more complete idea of 
thele cxtradts, we fhall cuter here into 
fome details; although thefe derails 
cin fearcely be fully appreciated by 
any, but thofe who have cultivated this 
hind of literature. 

1. Tabari. 


Under the name of Tabari, Berthe- 
Teau hascomprehended feveral volumes 
Which appear indeed under his name, 
but cannot belong to that author, as 
Vabori died in the 31oth year of the He- 
Berthereau. was not ignorant of 
‘hat error, and he has left on all thefe 


extracts, critical notices, to warn the 
reader againft falfe appearances. Per- 
haps thefe volumes belong to continua- 
tors of Tabari. In other refpecdts the 
work, out of which they are taken, is 
very inflruGtive and minute, as we have 
found by attentive perufal. 

The extracts from that chronicle, be- 
gin at the 4g2d year of the Hegira, and 
end at the year 690. They form 190 
pages in folio, 

2. Kitab Roudataini. 


That work of which Herbelot fpenks 
under the title of Azhar alroudbatais 
Ji akblar aldoulatain, is a very cxtene 
live hittory of Noureddin (Noradin)

Befides thete, there isa very great 
number of hiftorical, yeovraphical, and 
bibliographical notes, writtcn on lovie 
papers, of which it wili not, peruaps, 
be eaty to make the fame ute that bers 
thereau could have done if alivw. “They 
ought not, however, to be neglected, 
particulary thote of the lati kind. 

MSS. of the Seeend Cla/s. 

The MSS. of the feeond clais, be- 
long not properly to the period of the 
Crutades. ‘Lhe hiltory of the two dy- 
naities, to which they are devoted, 
embraces a much more confiderable 
extent of time. Berthereau had coa- 
ceived a defign, of putting at the be- 
ginning ot his collection, an introduc- 
tion, in which he was to give an 
abridged account of all the Muifulmaa 
cynatties, and particularly thoie which 
had more immediate, and nemerous 
connections with the Franks. Among 
thefe dynailies, that of the Fatemite 
Sultans, whofe empire was aboltihed 
by Saladin, was very little known ; and 
this Was Undoubtedly the motive ihat 
engaged our iaborious icholar, to col- 
lect alitnat the Arabian hiftorians could 
afford on that iubjeet. The family of 
the Ayoubi, that Saladin had raiicd to 
the higheit puch of glory, long preterv- 
ed the dominions which that Sultan 
had conquered ; it divided into differs 
ent branches that were continually at 
war with one anuether, and which, at- 
ter being exhaulied 1a their refpective 

quarrels, 
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euarrels, funk under the power of the 
Mamaluks, whom thcy hadimprudently 
formed and maintained. It was natu- 
rai. that Berthercau thould with to 
know, and elucidate the whole hiltory 
of afimily, whofe different branches 
had fo much contention with the Cru- 
faders. He thought himfelf, there- 
fore, odliged to make the hiftory of 
he Ayoubites, the fubjeét of a parti 
lar As his intention how- 
ver, was not to publith thefe extracts 
in the form in which they are, he con- 
tented himielf with tranflating them, 
ving orcaufing the original 
tobe copicd.

ed Batilius «t the faercd font, and 
brought all Refha to the Chrittan 
faith, Allthis written out of 
love to God the Loid, to she highiy ex 
tolled mother of God ana tis taints, 
and to my native county Ruflra, to 
the falwation and utility of all. Tbe 
fecch ali who read this book, to pray 
for mein them holy devotions, that! 
may hear the weet and glaciome voice 
oi Godthe Lord on the day of bis great 
ine torments 
of eternity, may receive the promred 
kincneis ot the Lord, through the i 
tereeflion of the holy mother of God, 
and all taints. Amen.” 

Whether this paffige begins or cot 
cluccs Syivefer’s work, ts vet unde 
termined. Vaufechet thinks the fore 
mer; but M. Muticr is of opinion that 
it concludes it, and indeed apparently 
with greater reafon becaufe Sylvetter 
lays, he wrote under the great Duke 
Viactmir Monomachus: but he ded 
not to reign til anno 1114. 

§ XT. The second continuator is pot 
by name. He mentions, under 
the vear 1146, that he has oficn 
in the temple of Viadimir with Igor Il. 
He hasthi. pecutiarity, that be through 
Out Cetcribes the ftature, af 
countenance of the great dukes wit 
accuracy, that one might almot 
take him to have been a painter. From 
leverai circunittances. we learn that he 
lived in Voibynnia: he likewie 
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far more minutely on events that relate 
to Volhynaia and Red Radia, than on 
fuch as happened in White Rutha. 
This account, however, proceeds no 
lower dowen than to the year 11573 
when again a freth coatinuator takes 
up the pen, but whois juit as much 
unknown as his immediate ptedecetlor, 
and termisates with the year 1203- 

So far, namely to the coaclution of 
the xiith century, reaches the firtt 
elds of Rufian annals, which com- 
prices Neitor, Sylvetter, and two ano- 
nymous continuators. Uitherto each 
pei iod bas only one fingle hittoriograph- 
er. who begins Where his predeceifor 
left off. [hus far all the manufcripts 
agree together in the principal events, 
excepting that one is more full and 
particular than another, and one copy- 
it more Confcientious or more !gnorant 
than another. 

But after the year 1203 their arifes 
agreat diverfity in almoft all the ma- 
nuicripts. The ftyle, difpofition, and 
matter, are diffirent in each. The 
one cenfures what the other applauds, 
according as it affects the circumitances 
or the patlions of the compiler. Now 
aliocostemporary hiftorians fprung up. 
Ruflii was perpetually more and more 
divided tito diitinet principalities. In 
each principality, asis eafy to imagine, 
arole particular hittorians, who de- 
icribed more circumitantially the events 
of thar country in preference to all 
others, of which other Ruffian duch- 
les took No More notice than was una- 
voidably neceflary from) their connec: 
tion with the former. The names of 
moft ef thefe chronolegers have long 
cilappeared and been lott to hittory: 
only thus much we know, that they 
were almoft all of them monks. 

_§ XI. Two of them, however, have 
lu iar efeaped the depredations of time 
asto cone down tous by name, who 
Coutnued the Ruffian chronicles from 
the xuita century; Simcor, bifhop 
of Suidal in White Ruta, and Ivan, 
@ pope (prieft)in Novogored. Simeon 
Cied In ra26: he very minutely de- 
icribes what happened during his own 
times in White Ruffia, and the newly- 
erected grandedutchy of Viadimir; 
Whereas he touches but fpsringly oa 
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Kievian and Volhynnian occurrences, 
His fucceffor, the Prieft at Novogorod. 
writes of himielf at the year 1230, that 
he compofed the hitory of his times, 
and that he was eye-witnefs of the 
trantactions he relates in bis chroniel 
As he lived in Novogorod, he ts 1 
only more circum#tantial on all matters 
that relate to Novegorod, but he like- 
wife interfperies Novogorodiaa acs 
counts of remoter tunes. To bim we 
are indebted tor the viluable charter 
that was granted by the grand-duke 
Yaroflauf in the year 1019 to the city 
of Novogorod, and whica Neltor him. 
tcit had negleéted to infert in his chro- 
nickle. Hicre ends then the uniformit 
and concordance of the Raifiaa 
Neitor, and his three immediate conti 
nuators had acquired tuch univerfti res 
fpect, that no tranicriber ever ventured 
to make any great alterations in their 
regiiters. So that in fact there was 
then no More than one main chronicle. 
But thenceforwards the hillory of 
fia branched out into feveral arms, in 
proportion as the country became dis 
vided into numbericts principalities, 
with each its proper fuvercipn. To 
one copy which was made in the ter- 
ritory of Kicf, interpolations were ad- 
ded to the honoue of Ki. f: another 
that was tranferibed in Waite Ruiha 
was taterlarded with Waite Rufiia 
occurrvnces, and the lke of others. 
There fprung up no cavonical chroni- 
cler whom his potterity acknowi: ized 
as fuch: orrather there fuccecded no 
one who drew up a general history of 
the then numerous ftates of Rua. 
Neverthelefs thefe chromecies proceed 
in an uointerrupted fucceiliun throuzh 
ali the following centuries.

The language of Scotland, fo tar from 
being a mixture of corrupted Englith, 
as fome have afferted, was introduced 
before the Norman corqucft of South 
Britain, if not by direct colonies from 
Scandinavia, at leait by the Saxon na- 
tions, that tock poff Mion ot the north- 
ern counties of England. {t was elta- 
blithed by the 1: flux of Saxon exiles of 
all ranks, that ficd from the flavery of 
the coi querors; and flocked to the pro- 
tection ut a Scotrth Queen, who car- 
ried into the royal line ot Scotland, the 
blood of the firft Saxon Monarchs. Itaf- 
fumed ina fhort time after, a fixed cha- 
racter, and remained, till the union of 
the crowns,as diftingt in pronunciation,

Dr Re or of the High School, 
Edinburgh, and author of a Latin 
Grammar, an abridgement of Roman 
antiquities, extremely ufeful to ail who 
are ttudying the claffic authors, with 
feveral other ingenious works, moft of 
which are well known to the public, 
has, we are informed, been long em- 
ployed on a new Latin Dicitonary.

As the 
Vrench intereft prevails univeriaily in 
this country, fufpicions have even been 
entertained, that Holland will be unit- 
ed to France. The miferabie flate oi 
a country, whofe only happincss cor- 
in wealth, cavmot eafijy be detenb- 
ed.

SWEDEN & DENMARK. 


Northern Powers have ac 
coded to the trealy between Rui- 
ia and Britains the articles of which 
are underttood to be much of the fame 
nature with thofe of former Northern 
treaties. ‘Lhe freedom of the fer, the 
ground of the. late Northern alliance, 
has not, we belicve, been very much 
upon. Ruffia predents nothing 
reu uhable to the pen of the annalift; 
only the Emperor has appeared in the 
negociation tor his own interelt. 


TURKEY. 


‘The late feandalous maffacre of the 
Beys, had nearly involved the conques 


rors of Egypt and their Mahone 
allies 
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allies quarrel.. The tent of the 
Pacha was furrounded by Britith fol- 
diers in-a moment, who demanded the 
hodies of thofe chiefs who had fallen 
by perfidy. The Pacha made fome 
fens of refiftance to no purpofe. 

“Egypt is now evacuated by the Bri- 
(iti, whofe gallant regiments have again 
eeturned to their country. Imimente 
guantities of peliffes, medals, and o- 
ter oriental favours have been beflow- 
ed on our officers. Yet, the braggard 
of falle conqueft, was 
difplayed in the entrance of the Pacha 
‘sto Confiantinople. The flag of a na- 
tion, by a fingle army of which, the 
empire would have infallibly perifhed, 
was degraded in a fpecies of triumph, 
atriumph of all others the moft dit- 
cracefal to the Turkith government. 
The Britifh ambaffador remonftrated 
againitthisconduct, whichtherefore was 
immediately difcontinued. Citizen Se- 
bafiani, the French agent, has been 
treating with the Porte ; but, from the 
fluence of the other miuniiters, has 
not fueceeded. A treaty between Bri- 
tunand Turkey has, we believe, been 
oncluded fome time 2go. 

INDIA. 

A letter received by the fhip Suffolk, 
from Bengal, itatesy that Colonels In- 
nesand Acnew have almoft difperfed 
the whole rebel forces of the different 
Miigarsin the Carnatic; and, having 
cfeetually cat off their communica- 
tiunsy great hopes were entertained, 
that there refractory chiefs would, ina 
iw wecks, make a furrender condi- 
ditionally. 

CHINA. 
Invasion by the Tartars, 

Recent accounts from Canton ftate, 
vvita flrong body of Tartars had made 
ineurfion into China, near Sofhew, 
and had proceeded along the borders 
tthe defart almoft as far as the moun- 
‘ais Of Hoho-Nor;—they were well 
‘ppornted and difciplined, and excited 
fcneral terror, the more efpecially as 
‘its Invafion feems to have been con- 
‘ected with internal commotions. 

_ Several diftri@s were at the fame mo-

tars, and routed them with immenfe 
laughter, 
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The Tartars have, imcou 
made a retrogade movement, swith 
view, it is fated, to concentrate their 
force, and to wait for reinforcements. 

In the eallern diftri&s of China, ow- 
ing to the prevalence oi an uncommon 
drought, the natives have been reduced 
to the necefiity of abandoning whole 
tracts of country in queft of fuod.—- 
The Emperor has exerted his authori« 
ty tor their relief; but the general fi- 
tuation of the country oppofes muck 
dificnity to his benevolent purpotes, 


ENGLAND. 


A letter from Vice-Admiral Rainier, 
Chief Naval Commander in the Eaft In- 
dies, to Evan Nepean, Efq. dated 29th 
Sept. 1801, gives an account of the 
capture of the Chiffone, a French Na- 
tional frigate, by Capt. Charles Adam, 
of his Majefly’s fhip, La Sybille, a ne- 
phew of Lord Keith. She was taken 
at anchor, after a gallant engagement, 
in which the Britith fhip labeured un- 
der great diladvantages. 

An Account has been tranfmitted to 
the Adimiralty, by Admiral Curtis, of 
the proceedings of the Chance priva- 
teer, with a letter to the Admiral, from 
Mr White the commander, giving a de- 
tail of her cruize. 

On the roth February, the hoy Mar- 
gate, of Margate, was fhipwrecked in 
a dreadful ftorm on the Reculver fand, 
in which the captain, and a great many 
of the pailengers, periihed. 

A new opera called the Cabinet, 
written in imitation of Sheridan’s Du- 
enna, appeared with confiderable ap- 
piaufe, ‘luefday oth, in Covent-Gar- 
den Theatre. 

A letter from St ITelena, gives a me- 
lancholy account of the fufferings of 
fix deferters, from the artillery of that 
iland. ‘hey endeavoured to efcape 
in an American veilel, but being pur- 
fued, they put to feain a whale boat, 
with an inadequate ftore of provilions, 
and ftrove to reach Rio Janeiro. “They 
remained at fea for more than three 
weeks ; in the courfe of which, driven 
by famine, they caft lots who fhould 
kill himfelf to be food tothe ref. “The 
lot fell upon one M‘Kinnon, who bled 
himfelf to death, and part of whofe 
fiefh wes devoured by the furvivors.
